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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Horst does not teach eitehr explicitly or inherently passing non-data portion I/O 
accesses to a disk driver for porssessing. Instead, applicant argues that the cited portion of Horst implies that by storing the lookup table 
in ROM the information provided by the lookup table can be accessed directly by an application running under the operating system 
without the use of a disk driver (applicant points to Col. 12, lines 16-21 and 39-43). However, in accessing ROM, a driver or memory 
controller must be employed in the access operation. Furthermore, if the access is being done by an application of the operating system, 
as alleged by applicant, the operating system's access drivers must also be involved. The Examiner did not see any evidence in the cited 
passages that a driver is not being used in the access of the lookup table.
